‘Tracking the Conspirators Who 
Planned to Assassinate Frick. 


Two Very Important Arrests of Sus- 
pected Anarchists Made To-Day. 


—— 


A PORTION OF THE MILITIA TO BE WITH; 
DRAWN FROM HOMESTEAD. 


‘Mamager Frick’s Condition Continues 
‘Favorable—Carnegie Refuses to Dis- 
ouss the Situation at Homestead—He Is 
Said to Be Greatly Distressed Over 
the Attempted Assassination—Berk- 
man’s Identity Not Yet Clear—Move- 
ment for Arbitration. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 26.—The police are 
Maturaliy jubilant over the arrest of Carl 
Knold and believe that they are nowon the 
way toward the fountain head of conspiracy 
that culminated inthe tragedy of last Satur- 
day. 

Knold is 24 years old and he lives with his 
wifeandone child at No. 5 Cherry street, 
Allegheny. He was connected with Bergman 
hy a package which came to Bergman 
fn hiscare. Knold protested his innocence 
ofany crime, and very willingly told the 
police’ all that he knew about Bergman. 
iBergman, he said, came to his house two 
"weeks ago and said he was a Genosse,that is, 
@ Qomrade in the cause. Knold invited him to 

stay, and wrote to Herr Most and asked him 
ifhe knew anything about Bergman. Most 
\wrote back that he had better loox out for 
Bergman, as he was no good. 

Knold also says: **‘On Thursday we were 
‘walking down Fifth avenue. We stopped 
‘in front of Mr. Frick’s office, and Bergman 
‘went upstairs. Hetold me he was looking 
‘for work. That afternoon he told me he was 
going Weston the 7:30train. I went with him 
‘to the depot, and left him at the gate, That is 
‘the last I saw of him.’’ 

WHAT A SEARCH REVEALED. 

For some time past the socialistic and 
anarchistic elements of Allegheny have been 
keeping under cover, and the authorities had 
flattered themselves that their vigilance for 
the past two years had been rewarded and 
that the element had lost its desire for mis- 
chief. They have, however, been unceceived, 
for the search of Knold’s residence last night 
proved conclusively that the circle or sec- 
tion, or whatever it may be called, had been 
continuously engaged in active propaganda, 
and intimately associated with other oppo- 
nents of free government and liberty loving 
institutions in different partsof the United 
States. In the rooms were found stale varie- 
‘ties of anarchistic literature and corres- 
pondence, indicating that anarchy has 
mbiditig’ places, either in the persons of 
groups, or individuals, in New York, Chi- 
cago, Denver and other points. A large 
number of cyphers and cypher communica- 
‘tions which were brought to light in- 
Gicated the existence of a secret code of com- 
ammunication. One ofthese cyphers, enclosed 
inan envelope bearing a New York date, 
appeared to be based upon the Hebrew alpha- 
bet. This appeared to dovetail in witha 
second that appeared to be simply a combl- 
mation of unintelligible scrawis, and this by 
figures on its back was apparently a key toa 
third, inthe form of an ingenious geomet- 
rical chart, with numerous curves, each dif- 
ferent from the other. Alinen railroad map 
of the United States had uponit three marks 
intendea to indicate air lines between New 
York and Chicago and these were marked at 
intervals with figures, which related to 
cypher words onthe Dack. S80 extensive was 
the supply of anarchistic literature found in 
the place as to indicate that it must have 
been used as headquarters for the distribu- 
tion of this dangerous stuff through the coun- 
ary. 

STACKS OF RED LITERATURE. 

There were numerous copies of Freedom, a 
rabidly anarchistic sheet, emanating from 
Chicago, and edited by Lucy Parsons, the 
relict of the executed Anarchist. The paper 
was filled with matter biocodthirsty and bom- 
bastic, some of the articles calling upon An- 
archists to pull downthe wage question and 
wage slavery. One copy contained a letter 
from a local Anarchist, telling Mrs. Parsons 
that her paperastruly advocated and de- 
fends the principles of revolutionary ,commu- 
mistic anarchism as didthe Alarm, edited by 
her husband, and pledges for it cordial sup- 
port of all ‘‘comrades’’ hereabouts. 

There was aiso a bundle of another Chicago 
anarchistic sheet, named Gasalift, printed on 
deep red paper, and Herr Most’s Freihcit. 

Some had biack and others red  Dbor- 
Gers. Of various communications in Ger- 
man and written from widely separated 
places, there was enough to fill a small 
#atchel. Asafinale, the police came across 
4 package of tickets for a raffle of a fine relief 
picture of the five martyrs of the working 
class, Spies, Parsons, Lingg, Envcel and 
Fischer, the proceeds to go ‘*for the benefit 
of the English agitation,’” and the raffle to be 
held next month. 

Knold is still held at the police station and 
an information of some kind wiil be made 
against him to-day, in arder to insure his de- 
tention. The police are in aonsultation with 
the law officials of the county this morning 
on this point. He will probably be charged 
with conspiracy and with being a party to 
the shooting. He is very unlikely to secure 
ball, for his employers, who had no knowl- 
edge of his anarchistic temperament, have 
declined to stand by him, and the combined 
available capital of the Anarchist colony of 
Allegheny will probably not reach a fiftieta 
partof the amount that may be demanded 
for his appearance. 

SEARCHING FOR A SATCHEL. 

All available detectives of.the city are en- 
gagedona search fora satchel carried by 
Bergman when he reached the city, as it is 
thoughtit may contain documents or other 
matter which will afford additional clues to 
the conspiracy. It is not at the hotel, nor 
atthe Union Station, andthe police think 
that he may have leftit in some saloon. It 
is of the telescope Variety and grayish in 
oolor, 

Bergman is beginning to chafe under the 
strict regime and frugal fare of the County 
Jailand heis more ugly and morose in his 
disposition thanever, He denies that he is 
acquainted with Knold or stopped at his 
house and when confronted witha man who 
saw him in the piace, he-persisted in his de- 
Dial, with considerable volubility and a 
Gangerous gleam in his eyes. 

ONLY 6HRUG OF THE SHOULDERS. 

When he was told that under the six infor- 

mations fled against him by secretary Love- 


joy, charging felonious shooting, felonious 
cutting and felonious entry, he could, upon 
conviction, be sentenced to thirty-three 
years’ imprisonment, he merely shrugged 
his shoulders, and then going into the farther 
corner of his cell, puffed viciously at his 
cigarette. 

Ever since the would-be murderer was 
brought to Central Station, a guard has stood 
at his cell door in the person of Garrett Cros- 
san. The iron gates which guard the en 
trance to the drili grounds at the station 
were also kept locked save the small one just 
in front of the detectives’ headquarters -and 
men were constantly kept there as wellasa 
policeman on guard at Central Station door, 
Almost any one who was known was ada- 
mitted tosee the prisoner, anda pnumber of 
times he was. brought out into the corridor 
that the people could get a better look 
at him. He is now wearing a jaunty 
pair of eye glasses which he handles 
like a full-fledged dude. Yesterday he wore 
only nis undershirt and histrousers. He sat 
on the hard bench in his cell and seemed 
greatly flattered by the number of people 
who came in to see him. 

He has a great thirst for notoriety and is 
anxious to pose as a hero among the most 
rabid Anarchists and Nihilists. His unusu- 
ally thick lips smiled every time a new vis- 
itor was ushered in by one of the Sergeants. 
His answer to nearly every query was, ‘‘does 
that interest you’’ and when questioned 
closely he would refuse to answer. 

LEADER OF THE REDS ARRESTED. 

At 10 0o’clock this morning the police arrest- 
ed Henry Bauer of Allegheny City. Bauer is 
regarded as the head center of the Reds of 
this region, 

At the Central Police Station at noon, the 
officials state that they regard the arrest of 
Bauer as the most important since the shoot- 
ing. He isa professional agitator, drawing 
his suppcrt from the Anarchist groups and 
devotes his time to the distribution of the 
revolutionary literature received from Chica- 
go. Helives witha shoemakerat 73 Spring 
Garden street, Allegheny, where he was 
captured, On Sunday he was seen entering 
Knold’s house witha parcel. He has been 
partially identified asaman whowas with 
Bergman in the corridor of the Carnegie 
company’s building on Saturday just before 
the shooting, and handed Bergmana small 
package just as he entered the elevator. 
This package is supposed to be either the re- 
volver or the cartridges afterwards found in 
Bergman’s pocket. ‘This development has 
so far been kept secret by the police, al- 
though itis admitted that the second man 
was seen incompany with Bergman onthe 
street. 
cuplied apartof Kunold’s house fora short 
time was under the suspicion of the police, 
but his statement being satisfactory, he was 
not detained. 

In a search of Bauer’s house in Alles heny, 
the police found a breech-loading gun,a bull- 


of 22to 24-caliber, several peculliar-looking 
articles, shaped something like a half-flat- 
tened marbie and witha string in the end, 
believed to be powerful explosives; numer- 
ous books on anarchy, anarchistic literature, 
papersand pictures of the Chicago Anar- 
Chists. A good-sized load has been taken to 
the Central Station. 

Bauer has admitted that he is the man who 
distributed the anarchistic literature among 
the militia and strikers at Homestead. He 
also admits that he met and talxed with 
Berkmun at Knold’s house last week, He 
has also been identified as the man whvu was 
loafing about the entrance to the Duquesne 
Club-house on Sixth avenue last week. 

MANAGER FRICK’S CONDITION. 

The report from Mr. Frick’s home this 
morningis that all through the night his con- 
dition was entirely satisfactory. He slept 
inost of the night, and awoke this morning 
refreshed and cheerful. No dungerous symp- 
toms have developed and all danger Is be- 
lieved to be over, 
complications should arise. His physicians 
are entirely satisfied with the condition of 
their patient. Every symptom is carefully 


developed, and the danger point is believed 
to have been passed. 

The officials of the company intend to show 
that they are capable of taking care of the 
present situation, even with Mr. Carnegie 
away and Mr. Frick disabled. 

This morning Mr. Lovejoy said: ‘*Mr. Car- 
negie will not come here until we send for 


him. He cabled asking if his presence was 
needed, and was answered that it was not. 
That we were in goodsliape and that it was 
not necessary for him to come. 
was away from a telegraph station and did 
not learn of the shooting until yesterday.’’ 


CAUGHT A SUSPECT. 


MOLLICK, A CONFECTIONER, WANTED BY THE 
PITTSBURG POLICE. 


LonG BRANCH, N. J., July 26.—The police 
here received word yesterday afternoon from 
Supt. O’Mara of the Pittsburg police to ar- 
rest F. Mollick, charged with being an ac- 
cessory to the attempted assassination of H. 
C. Frick. Mollick wasemployed as a jour- 


neyman baker by J.J. Heidel, a confectioner 
ofthis place. When the police wenttoar- 
rest him they found that he had quietly left 
sometime during the afternoon. Mollick 
came to Long Branch from New York about 
three weeks ago. On Wednesday or Thurs- 
day of last week, Mollick, ashe called him- 
seif, wenttothe Adams Express office and 
senta money package to A. Berkman, 
Allegheny City. Postmaster Lane was seen 
by the police and stated that Moliick had re- 
ceived several letters threugh the office here, 
It is not known wience his letters came. 
Moliick is described as heavy set, broad 
shoulders and of German parentage. He has 
dark hair, is5 feet 7inches high, has biack 
eyes andis about 2orsU0 yearsof ave. He

KNOWN IN TENNESSEE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 26.—It is thought 
that Bergman, the assailant of Mr. Frick, 
worked during 1891 asa tramp printer in the 
Office of the Americanin thiscity. The de- 
scription of Bergman tallies with that ofa 
Russian Jew whocalied himself Halovitch 
and was known as ‘'The Count’’ among the 
printers. He was of anarchistic tendencies, 
talked violently against capital and capital- 
ists and left here as suddenly ag he came. 


MOST DENOUNCES BERKMAN. 
NEw YOrK, July 26.—Herr Most was seen at 
his office to-day and said he could prove that 


he had nothingto do with the shooting of 
Frick. He was violent in his denunciation of 
Berkman, but said that Knold and Eckert 
were good Anarchists and sensible fellows. 
They had been agents for him in other 
matters. 

Most thinks that Berkman acted alone. If 
there was any plot it was concocted by the 
autonomists, and not by Most’s friends. 


NURSED FEVER SUFFERERS. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 26.—Berkman, who 
assassinated Frick, is thought to be none 


other than a Russian Jew printer who worked 
on the Avalanche ip this city in the 
fall ofas90. Here he was known as ‘‘Count’’ 
Oriowltz, the title being given him by the 
printers. He was a distur’ying element in 
the office, and one night Foreman. Bird 
threatened to throw him through a window 
if he did not subside.

HOW THE SENTENCE WAS CARRIED OUT. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 26.—Since the punish- 
ment of Private lams for publicly applauding 
the act of Frick’s assailant has ome a na- 
tional topic, it .is well to state fully the de- 
tails of the carrying out of the sentence. 
Sunday morning the whole brigade assem- 
bied in front of Gen, Hawkins’ quarters. The 
three regimental bands played doleful music 
and the bugles blew 4a mournful, dirge-like 
air. When each of the commands had re- 
ported for dupy they were drawn up in solid 
column, with the Fourteenth Regiment on 
the right, the Fourth Regiment next in line, 
the Tenth Regiment next and Battery O on 
the left. The encampment was then cleared 
of all visitors and the sentinels were ordered 
to admit no‘one to cross the lines. The 1,600 
soldiers were brought to attention, and Col. 
Streator rode hastily to the guardhouse. 

In the presence of the prisoner the twenty 
goanes were ordered to load their guns, fix 

ayonets and advance with their prisoner. 
‘‘Ifany attempt atescapeis made or ifthe 
prisoner violates order, ‘‘shoot him the 
Colonel ordered. en young Iams was 
marched to the center of the column of sol- 
diers, where he stood surrounded by his 
guards, Adjt. Hays rode to the front and 
read in a clear, distinct voice the story of the 
prisoner’s crime, the report of his punish- 
ment made by Col. Streator to Gen. Snow- 
den. He then read Gen. Snowden’s approval 
of that report and the further sentence of the 
Major-General. The Adjutant, aiter read- 
ing the sentence, explained that the sentence 
meant disfranchisement and prohibited the 
unfortunate prisoner from holding office of 
profit or trust within the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, and deprived him of all the 
rights of a citizen.

THE OOKE STRIKE. 


HOW MR. FRICK MANAGED THE TROUBLE WITH 
HIS EMPLOYES A YEAR AGO. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 2%.—The attempted 
assassination of H. C. Frick, coming as it did 
ata time when he was engaged in a struggle 
with a labor union, brings to mind his record 
in the coke regions and the conflicts with the 
workers in that Industry. 

Many people have supposed he desired to 
manage the Carnegie iudustries ashe then 
managed his own coke business. The Con- 
nellsyville strike was one of the largest which 
has ever taken place in this country, and as it 


occurred ony @ year ago itis freshin the 
memory of alithe itron-workers of Pennsyl- 
vania, It wasa struggle between Mr. Frick 
on the one hand and about fifteen thousand 
men on the other. 

Overa dozen men were killed, thirty or 
more, inciuding Sheriff McCormick of Fay- 
ette County, were seriously wounded, $3,000,- 
000 weré estimated to have been lost to the 
operators, and a lot of money to Mr. Frick, 
and thousands of workingmen were evicted 
from their homes, with much consequent 
suffering. Pinkerton Were conspicuous 
inthe struggie, having been secur from 
Chicago, New York ami ofher points by Mr. 
Frick to guard his property, and he was suc- 
cessful in his effortsto wreak up the trade 
organizations of the workmen. The object of 
nll this, it will be remembered, was to enable 
Mr. Frick to increase his income, just_as the 
object of the strikers was to enabie them to 
make more money. 

Years agothe minesand coke ovens were 
worked by native Aniericans, most of whom 
were horn in the vicinity and many of whom 
owned their little homes on the hillside and 
tilled alittle plotof ground and kept a cow 
ortwo in connection with their work about 
the mines, As late as 1880 there were only 
about three thousand coke ovens: in this 400 
and more square miles, which make up what 
is known as ‘*The Connelisville Coke Re- 
gion.’’ Last year there were nearly sixteen 
thousand ovens. But with the growth of the 
industry the native American has almost dis- 
appeared and the work he used todo is now 
done by imported labor from Europe. 

It was about 1880 that these importations of 
laborers were begun. It was then that the 
great boom in iron commenced, and the 3,000 
coke ovens then inthe region rapidly grew 
to 8,000. The H.C, Frick Company, owning 
about 10,000 of the 16,000 ovens in the region, 
had begun toabsorbthe smaller operators, 
and was reaching out for labor which wouid 
cheapen the cost of production. 

General Manager Lynch ofthe Frick Com- 
pany then said his company had sent to 
various employment agencies in Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, New York and Boston for 
laborers, and that through these agencies 
the first installment of Slav immigrants was 
secured, 

When the Slavs arrived in the coke regions 
they were set at work at wages which, while 
far below those which the company 
was paying to its native employes, were still 
greatly inexcess of the wages which the Slavs 
had been able to eara In their own country, 
The agents of the company induced many of 
them to send for brothers, cousins or friends 
whom they knew at home to come to this 
greatly favored land where so much could be 
earned in so snort a time, and where what 
was tothema fortune could be saved in a 
few years. 

But these Slavonians, almost before the 
operators were aware of it, had been induced 
to jointhe labor organization, and in 1886 
there came a strike—a strike which at that 
time proved the largest and the longest that 
the coke region had known. The Slavs went 
out with the rest of the workmen and stayed 
out till the strike was won. 

W hen the strike began last year there were 
12,000 Slavs in this little district, which ex- 
tends up and down from Connellsville, per- 
haps twenty-five miles in each direction. 
The policy of the company was to repiace 
them by Italians and other se gece de laboring 
men, not less than 7,000 of whom were 
brought into the region in one week. They 
were guarded by Pinkerton men, and many 
fatal collisions occurred between these men 
andthe tron-workers. In the course of the 
strike the Slavs were evicted and treated just 
as the workmen had been whose places they 
were brought there to take,and it is a curious 
fact that some of these Slavs have since 
turned up in the Homestead strike, where 
they had been working in the tron miil, 

The Connellsville strike spread until it in- 
volved the smaller coke-burners of the dis- 
trict, ‘hese smaller producers were, how- 
aver, the first to putanendto it. The or 
workmen were starving, and theirlate em. 
ployers were losing money oy ogy vith the 

ossibility of bankruptcy staring them in the 

ace, The smaller coke-burners, therefore, 
met their men half way and patched up a 
truce which was satisfactory to both sides. 

This ended the strike so far as they were 
concerned, and the coke Ovens started up 
with most of their old hands giad to be back 
and their employers satisfied. It was different, 
and thelr emith Mr. Frick.

FRICK’S SUOCESS. 


HOW HB MANAGED TO CONTROL THE COKB IN- 
pustrt OF PENNSYLVania. 
Prrrspure, Pa-, Jaly 26.—Henry Clay Frick 
was aman of affairs, and a successful one, 
too, before he became connected with the 
Carnegie interests. The foundation of his 


while in this industry that he came to be 
called the ‘‘Coke King,’’ 

Unlike Mr, Carnegie, he was born in the 
heart of the very region he afterwards came 
to dominate, and where all the years of his 
active life have been spent. ; 

Coke is an important element in the manu- 
facture of steel and iron, producing heat and 
conditions in the reduction of the ores not to 
be attained through the use of coal or natural 
gas, although these are used in other parts of 
the process, 

‘The manufacture of coke, however, re- 
mained a separate industry.. It was in this 
way that Mr. Frick came intoa position to 
rule in the steel and tron business. By ener- 
gy , far-sightedness and shrewd business 

alent, he began to monopolize and bring 
his own management the scattere 
elements of the coke industry. Coke being 
made in a primitive way with inexpensive 
machinery, a multitude of small producers 
were at work in Western Pennsylvania turn- 
ing out the product. They were so scattered 
and unrelated that the iron and steel men 
relied upor naturai competition to Keep the 
price down, and as long as they Knew that 
the coke men were fighting each other they 
knew that they could buy coke cheaper than 
they could make it themselves. 
lt was far different, however, when Henry 
C. Frick acquired control of the coke busi- 
ness. He not only controlled the output and 
selling price of coke, but he went further 
back to the base of supplies and bought 
enough coal mines to keep his ovens supplied 
indefinitely. Then he was in a position to 
dictate terms to the steel and iron men, and 
they were quick to see it. This was only ten 
years ago. : 

Andrew Carnegie was the first to recognize 
that Mr.’ Frick must be considered in any cal- 
culation asto the steel and iron business. 
Mr. Frick at that time was associated with E. 
M. and W. Ferguson in the manufacture of 
coke, under the name of H. C. Frick & Co. 
For $1,500,000 Carnegie Bros. & Co. bought a 
halfinterestin the business. That was in 
January, 1882, In the following April the H. 
C. Frick Coke Oo. was started, with Mr. 
Frick as President, and in 1889 the capital was 
increased to $5,000,000, 

David A. Stewart, one of the original part- 
ners of Andrew Carnegie, died in December, 
1888, and Mr. Carnegie induced Mr. Frick to 
come into the company. The vast Carnegie 
and Frick industries, the one in iron, the 
other in coke, have been practically united. 
In his new sphere Mr. Frick displayed the 
same business ability which had made bim 
successful in all his earlier ventures, and 
when all the Carnegie steel and iron inter- 
ests were unitedin a new corporation last 
June Mr. Frick was made Chairman of the 
Boara of Directors and manager of the entire 
business in the absence of Mr. Carnegie. 

It was thus, in the events growing out of 
the Homestead strike, that Mr. Frick was re- 
garded as personifying the corporation. ‘The 
personality and methods of Mr. Frick were at 
the same time familiar to everybody in that 
region, for he had been born and brought up 
inthe immediate neighborhood, and many 
mill hands of middle age remembered him as 
aboy. They also knew that the development 
of the industry was in a large degree owing 
to his sawacity, and that through improve- 
ments and economical methods he had 
greatly reduced the cost of production in all 
the allied branches of manufacture. 

From 1871, or the time when Mr. Frick first 
engaged in the coke industry, the building of 
ovens had been going on with great rapidity, 
until in 1873 the total number in the region 
was 3,673. Aboutthattime the great panic 
occurred, and the price of pig iron declined 
enormously, the price of coke falling off in 
sympathy, and the coke industry entering up- 
ona period of depression in common with all 
other branches of industry in this country. 
In 1877, when trade. .was at its lowestebb, Mr. 
Frick leased the Valley Coke Works from 
Willson, Boyle & Playford, which were then 
idle, and put them in charge of Thomas 
Lynch, general manager ofthe H. C, Frick 
Coke Co. Notwithstanding the dull times 
and low prices, the works were started and 
operated every 4g | day during the year. 

In the fall of 1lo77 E.. M.. Ferguson, who 


under 


ette County branch of the Pittsburg & Con- 
nelisville Railroad, was taken into partner- 
ship by Mr. Frick, and they operated under 
the firm name of H. C. Frick & Vo., having at 
this time thetwo works at broad Ford of 100 
ovens each; the Valley Works, under lease, 
of 102 ovens, and the Ferguson Works, or 
seventy ovens. In the spring of 1878 the firm 
leased the Anchor Works, which were at that 
time idie andin the hands of an assignee, 
and later leased tne Mullen Works, near 
Mount Pleasant. In the same year Waiton 
Ferguson was admitted into the firm, 

By 1879 the effects of the panicof 1873 had 
passed away and then came a sudden and un- 
precedented demand for coke, and prices, 
which had previously ranged for several 
years from 90 cents to $1.15 per net ton at the 
ovens, advanced from $41t0$5 per net ton. 
This boom naturally gavea wreat impetus to 
the coke business, and on May 81, 1880, there 
were 6,237 ovens inthe region and 1,242 in 
course of construction. The firm of H. OC. 
Fiick & Co. shared, of course, in the gemeral 
prosperty, and during the four years, from 
1878 to 1882, continued to Duy coallands and 


property consisted of 3,000 acres of coailand 
and 1,026 coke ovens. 

In the meantime Mr. Frick organized the 
Morewood Coke Co., Limited, and buik the 
Morewood Works of 470 Ovens, which were at 
that time the largest works in the region. In 
January, 1882, ‘arnegie Bros. & Co., Lim- 
ited, were admitted into the firm. 

During all these years the work of buying 
coal lands and building ovens was Vigor ously 
prosecuted, until in 1890 the corporation 
owned and controlled 35,000 acres of coa! lana 
and 42 of the 8) plants In the region, ag- 
gregating 10,046 ovens; three water 
plants, with & pumping capacity of 5,000,000 
gallons datly and 35 miles’ of ralload, track 
and 1,200 rallroad cars, Eleven thousand 
men were than employed by the company 
and for the equipment ofits plant it bad 23 
locomotives, 72 pairs of stationary engines, 
172 steam boilers and 816 horses and mules. 

The total number of ovensinthe Connells- 
ville region at this time was 15,172, with 770 
in course of erection. Oneof the new feat- 
ures introduced into the cake business by the 
H, C. Frick Coke Uo. has been the crushing 
of coke, or, rather, breaking it into sizes to 
correspond to the sizes of anthracite cpal. 
For this purpose it hasthree large breakers, 
with a capacity of fifty cars dally. 

The panic of 1873 knocked the bottora out 
of thecoal andiron industries in Western 
Pennsylvania for thetime being; the mills 
were shut upand everything flattened out. 
Frick believed there was a big boom coming 
inthe near future. Nobody else believed it. 
Old and shrewd business men who bad spent 
their lives in the business told Frick he would 
certainly be ruined if he banked on such 
a boom. 

Nevertheless he began to buy all the coke 
ovens hecould. Those hecould not.buy he 
leased. He goc themall cheap, for nobody 
eise had such rosy views as he, and when he 
had used up nearly all his capital it was con 

fidently predicted that he would be forced to 
the wall. But the boom did come, and within 
two yearsthe profits on the leased works 
were more than the value of the works them- 
selves. Those whohad prophesied his ruin 
lived to see Fricka millionaire and king of 
the coke trade.

A New Orleans Labor Agent Shot by 
His Brother-in-Law. 


HE WAS PREPARED TO WIPE OUT THE 
WHOLE FAMILY. 


The Dead Man Had Four Murders to His 
Account-—Slick Bank Robber Arrested 
in Gormany—Death - Bed Revelations 
Concerning an Awful Crime—-The 
Criminal Record. 


New ORLEANS, La., July 26.—A. W. Alex- 
ander, a labor agent, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by his brother-in-law, A. H. 
Jones, at the door of the latter’s residence, 
No. 16 South Rampart street, last evening. 
Jones wasa gay Lothario and treated his 
wife most brutally. He left her, but returned 
two years ago, since which time she bas lived 
a dog’s live with him. He frequently 
threatened to kill her and her family. 
Yesterday morning he attempted to cut 
her throat. She told her brother, Last 
evening Alexander met Paul Jones, 11 years 
old, and calling attention to a sword bayonet 
in his coat, said: ‘‘I will be home late to- 
night and kiil the last one of you,’’ meaning 
his wife and all her relations. When he 
showed up at the house he was met Dy A. H. 
Jones, and making a suspicious move, was 
shot dead on the door step. The bayonet was 
foundinhis pocket. He was a desperate 
character, having killed four men and 
caused the suicide of ayoung woman he had 
wronged,

DEATH-BED REVELATIONS CONCERNING A

DESPERATE AMERICAN BANK ROBBER AR- 
RESTED IN GERMANY. 


NEW YORK, July 26.—Henry F, Hardy, one 
of the most desperate and reckless bank 
robbers and jail breakers that this country 
has ever produced, isin the custody of the 
police of Frankfort-on-Main, Germany. 
When arrested he was living on the pro- 


ceeds of his robberies in Berlin and Baden 
Baden in handsome style as Edward Carson, 
a weaithy American mine-owner. He had 
apartments at one ofthe fashionable hotels 
in Frankfort and was associating with sey- 
eral well-known Americans and their fam- 
ilies and with two inglish noblemen. His 
clothing was of the finest quality and he wore 
expensive jewelry. His lavish expenditure 
of money kad won him the title of ‘*the 
American Millionaire.’’ 

While seated in the reception room of his 
hotellast Friday conversing with a Mr. 
Green of New York, the German police en- 
tered and placed him under arrest. He pro- 
tested vigorously and Sir. Green was positive 
that an aosurd mistake had been made, but 
a Baden Baden banker recognized in Hardy a 
tali,slender,dark young man who had dashed 
into bis bank, seized a package containing 
$.4,000 and escaped. Hardy was taken to jail 
and the German police cabled a descrip- 
tion of their prisoner to Chief Inspector 
steers. The message was received at police 
headquarters yesterday morning. Uhief 
Inspector Steers at once recognized ‘‘Oar- 
son’’ as Hardy, for whom the police of man 
large Cities in the United States and Canada 
have been scarchihg since December last.

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The Old Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee Likely to Bs Re-Elected. 


HARVEY SALMON AT THE HEAD OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Candidates and the Organizers Meet 
in St. Louis to Plan the Campasaign—Mr. 
Stone to Be Entertained Here—Where 
the First Ratification Mesting Will Be 
Held. 


William J. Stone, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, hasa peculiar way of shaking 
hands with a man whocomes up to him. He 
takesthe outstretched hand of the stranger 
in his own with a clinging, gentle grasp and 
holds it with an easy firmness, while he in- 
clines his body forward and his head down to 
speak or listen to the new acquaintance he is 
making. If he knows the mana little better 
Mr. Stone puts an arm on his. shoulder 


while he talks; sometimes he even 
throws the arm around the neck of 
the man. Yet there is reserve 
in all this demonstration of friendliness, and 
no man would be tempted by itto a word of 
familiarity. Itisasif Mr. Stone was himself 
marking exactly the degree to which the 
intimacy should extend. 

Mr. Stone shook hands till he was tired to- 
dayin st. Louis. The State Central Com- 
mittee. met at the Laclede Hotel at 10 o’clock 
to organize and plan the campaign, and 
most of the State candidates, including Mr. 
Stone, came in on the train with the mem- 
bers ofthe committee. From 8 o’clock this 
morning tilllate this afternoon the rotunda 
ofthe hotel was filled with well-known men 
of the party from all partsof the State. All 
the members of thecommittee and every 
candidate wasthere. There were introduc- 
tions, campaign discussion, talk about the 
committees and funny stories. Gov. Francis 
moved rapidly about from one group to 
another. Clint Tiliery, his private secretary, 
was there, too, The several delegations who 
wanted the committee to open the campaign 
with a biz ratification meeting in 
their respective towns, got members up 
against the rotunda pillars and argued with 
them. The committee from the St. Louis 
Business Men’s Democratic Club was on 
hand early. 

ST. LOUIS TO ENTERTAIN STONE. 

The committee was composed of President 
Marcus Bernheimer. S. M. Kennard, Jack P. 
Richardson, P. H. Degnan, Frank Galennié, 
L. D. Kingsland, James Bannerman, George 
D. Barnard, J. J. Rich, J. D. Dougherty, 
Breckinridge Jones, Chas. R. Gregory, Col. 
M.C. Wetmore,J. C. Wilkinson, Henry T. Kent 
and W. J. Hanley. Mostof those gentle men 
got to the hotel about 10 and stayed till 
noon, President Bernheimer had a little talk 
with Mr. Stone as soon as the candidate had 
his breakfast, and told him that the Demo- 
crats of St. Louls not only wanted to have 
the campaign opened here, but also desired 
to pay Mr. Stone some little social attention. 
Mr. Stone put his arm around Mr. Bernheim- 
er’snecK and accepted the social invitation 
cordially, saying that the com.- 
mittee would have to decide about the 
opening of the campaign. **‘T shall 
stayin St. Loujs till Thursday,’’ said Mr. 
Stone, ‘‘and to-day or to-morrow shall let you 
know when my pians will allow me to, place 
myself in your hospitable bands.’’ 

A little while after Mr. Stone returned to 
his headquarters in room 24, where he received 
his friends for the rest of the morning. 

OPENING THE CAMPAIGN. 

The St. Louis men had a little conference 
and appointed a meeting for 5 o’clock this 
afternoon at the Lindell Hotel, where 
the organization of the club -will be 
completed, and the arrangements made for 
entertaining Mr. Stone. A Danquet at the 
Jockey Ciub-house has been suggested, but 
one ortwoof Mr. Stone’s friends didn’t like | 
the idea, and are in favor of amore popular 
demonstration. 

President Bernheimer and his colleagues 
attempted to do lttle work with the mem- 
bers of the committee, leaving allthat in the 
hands of Chairman C. C. Maffitt and Gov, 
Francis. City Counselor William C.Marshall, 
Henry W. Bond.and Adiel Sherwood did a 
little canvassing for St. Louis, but the work 
was nothing like so telling as that of the men 
from Sedaliaand Hannibal. Sedalia set W. 
D. >teele,the candidate there for Prosecuting 
Attorney, and B. Mackey, to get the ratifica- 
tion meeting. They told the members that 
Sedalia ought to hayeitto counteract the 
effect of the Republican demonstration there 
this week. Ontheother hand John Knott of 
Hannibal, the home of the Daiton boom, told 
the members that the ratification should be 
held there to allay the disaffection 
among the friends of the defeated candidate 
for Governor. ‘‘The people up there are aw- 
fully sore,’’ said Mr. Knott. ‘‘If Stone and 
Dalton would come there and speak 
together, the campaign would move off 
with a rush.’’

Chicago’s. Death Bate Keeps Up to the 
 Standard—Heat Prostrations Reported 
at*Many Points—St. Paul Reports a 
Cool: Wave Coming Dire Effects of Old 
Sol’s Rays. 


Callers at the Signal Service Office were 
able to obtain very little ground on which to 
base their hopes-of cooler weather. About 10 
o’clock heavy clouds began to gather, and 
many believed that they were the precursors 
ofa storm that would cause the temperature 
to fall. This belief was not 
shared by the Signal Service . observ- 
ers. “I think that those clouds 


are indicative ofa rain'storm, possibly ofa 
thunder storm,’’ said Observer Herndon, 
**but am almost certain that its effects will 
be local and temporary. During such ex- 
tremely hot weather as we are now having, 
local rain storms are likely to occur at al- 
most any time. They moderate the heat 
only temporarily, as the former conditions 
are very soon restored. Looking over 
the reports that are coming 
all quarters, I can see nothing that 
would indicate any appreciable change. In 
the West and Northwest itis very hot, and 
there are no storm centers that would prom- 
ise relief. The likelihoodis that there will 
be little permanent change inthe tempera- 
ture either to-day or to-morrow, and the 
resent torrid gpell may last some time 
onger. 

A peculiarity of the slight breeze that blew 
this morning was the rapidity with which it 
shifted. At one time it came from the south, 
and then changed tothe southwest. A cessa- 
tion of all perceptible breeze then occurred, 
and for a time the columns of smoke rose 
straight into the air. Soona gentile breath 
came fromthe north, accompanied by rain, 
which fell in large drops, but soon ceased. 

OVERCOME BY HEAT. 

Wm. Gray of 3009 North Broadway was 
overcome by heat, inthe Wabash Railway 
yards this morning and was taken home. It 
is expected that he wili be able toreturn to 
work in a day ortwo. 

There have been at least thirty prostrations 
reported up to noon in this city, three of 
which have resulted fatally. The day 
is more oppressve than yester- 
day. The present hot spell has continued 
longer than any other since July, 1887, when 
over one hundred people died in this city in 
three days of sun stroke. The thermometer 
at 1o’clock registered 93, one degree hotter 
than yesterday at the same time.

Grievance Committee of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Conductors Meet. 


CHARGES OF DISHONESTY BY CERTAIN 
RAILROADS BEING CONSIDERED. 


The Members ofthe Committee Say Little, 
But Are Looking Intothe Matter—Dis- 
satisfaction With the Detective Sys- 
tem—A Closer Union of the Conductors 
ofthe Different Lines Proposed. 


This morning at 10 o’clock the Grievance 
Committee of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Conductors assembled in Parlor 100 of 
the Laclede Hotel. Those present were 


Grand Chief E. E. Clark, Cedar .,Rapids, 
Io.; Wm. Perdue, Ft. Smith, Ark.; P. A. At- 
wood, Pine Bluff, Ark. ; J. Kitto, Little Rock, 
Ark.;J. E. Morgan, Little. Rock, Ark.; P. 
Rice, Monro, La., and I. E. Whiteside, Tex- 
arkana., The meeting was held with closed 
doors, and there was a marked 
unwillingness to give an account of 
the proceedings. When asked what was 
the cause of the gathering, Grand Chief Clark 
stated that it was simply to consider matters 
of interest tothe order, and that until he 
came here he did not know what the meeting 
was to be held for. The answer 
to the question as to whether 
the Brotherhood intended to allow 
its membersto be charged with dishonesty 
he replied: ‘*Weare investigating that mat- 
ter. ’" What theresults of thefinvistigation 
were, Or what evidence h been presented, 
none of the members of tle Grievance Com- 
mittee were willing to say. 
CONSIDERING EVIDENCR. 

One member stated that the meeting 
would probably continue for several days, 
but could not say what steps where contem- 
plated, or what evidence had been pre- 
sented. A large number of railroad men 
congregated in the corridors .of the 
Laclede Hotel, and discussed the situation. 
The rumor was that the Grievance Commit- 
tee was considering the matter of the employ- 
ment by the railroad companies of spotters, 
and thatit was probable that a. protest 
would be made against this method of con- 
ducting affairs. The . spotters, it was 
urged, were obliged to find something wrong 
or lose their positions. Theresu!t was that 
charges were trumped up, and innocent men 
— of actions which they never commit- 
ed. 

THE SPOTTER SYSTEM, 

Another cause of complaint was the man- 
ner in which the detectives endeav- 
ored to ‘entrap conductors into yilo- 
lating the rules of the company 
by appealing to theirsympathies. Instances 
were mentionedin which spotters had gotten 
upon trains, represented that they had lost 
thelr money and tickets, and that their 
presence at home was. required by 
some domestic calamity. When the 
conductors would yieid to their pleadings, 
and passthem over the road, a complaint 
would be made, coupied with the statement, 
in many cases, that fare had been 
paid on the train, It was also 
rumored that the present meeting wouid 
consider matters outside of the charges that 
crookedness existed among the conductors of 
lines terminating at.St. Louis and Kansas 
City. It was stated that steps would be taken 
toforma closer union with other railway 
employes, especially with the engineers, 
fremen and brakemen. 

A PROPOSED AMALGAMATION. 

But the principal amalgamation that was 
considered desirable was that with the 
Order of Railway Conductors of America. 
Between’ the two orders, including 
the same class of men, this rivalry has 
been of disadvantage to both. Many ofthe 
conductors of the Southwestern roads, 
against whom the charges of dishonest deal- 
ings have been particularly directed, are 
not members of the brotherhood and 
the present is deemed a favorable opportu- 
nity to heal old differences and act in a body. 
It is understood that a committee will be ap 
pointed to wait upon the rallroad officials 
and ask formore specific statements of the 
misdeeds alleged. ‘The abolition of the spot- 
ter system will.also probably be asked. 


NO ACTION, 


Though the Law Says the Collector Shall 
Only License on Petitions. 

The Grand-jury devoted most of its time to- 
day to an investigation of Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s office. Julius Wuerzburger, the Col- 
lectar’s license deputy, was examined asa 
witness as were also Dr. Day, David Trow- 
bridge, Harry M, Snyder, Wm.

Another matter considered this mornin 
was the character of the business transacte 
by the Stock Exchange on Pine street, oppo- 
site the Merchant’s Exchange, Several weeks 
ago Detectives Kelly and Scully received in- 
structions to swear out a warrant against the 
proprietors of the place on the charge of 
gambling, but Mr. Estep refused to 
issue the warrant, claiming that although 
the Exchange might be cohducting a gam- 
bling business, it would be difficult to 
prove it. | 

Not satisfied with Mr. Estep’s decision, the 
detectives visited him again last week and 
tried toconvince him that a warrant should 
be issued, but he declined to doso, and then 
the detectives. decided to go beforethe Grand- 
jury, which they did this morning. 

GEO. HOEFFNER INDICTED. 

About 12:30 this afternoon the Grand-jury 
returned three indictments’to the Oriminal - 
Court, the most important being one against 
George Hoeffner, a saloon kKeepér opposite | 
the Four Courts, for ‘attempting to bribe a 
witness not to testify.’’ ‘Lhe indictment 
charges that Hoefiner gave Wm. A. Folya . 
check for $2.0 as an inducement for him not 
to testify in a case of burglary against Leonard 
Strauss, the man charged with stealing 
some carpets and other things recently, from 
Liederkranz Hall. An indictment for bur- 
glary and larceny ‘was also returned against 

eonard Strauss and another one against 
David Johnson, The indictment against 
Johnson bad scarcely been reported when 
Attorney Furling announced that the pris- 
Ooner was ready to plead gulity to burglary. 
Johnson was brought up and the plea was 
made and accepted and in less than a quar- 
ter of an hour after the return of the indict- 
ment Johnson had been sentenced tothree 
years in the Penitentiary. Seven more of 
Furling’s clients also pleaded gullty and 
were sentenced as follows: Pete McGrail, six 
months in the Workhouse for larceny; Noah 
Williams, in the  Peniten- 
tlary Tony ‘Williams;

SHIRAS CONFIRMED. 


-— 
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Now a Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court. : 


NoT A VOICE HEARD IN OPPOSITION TO 
HIS APPOINTMENT. 


Senator Quay Entitled to the Credit for 
the Unanimous Indorsement—Life 
History of the Distinguished Pennsy!l- 
vanian—Proceedings in Congress—Cap- 
ital News— Washington Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 26.—The Senate 
has unanimously confirmed the nomination 
of George Shiras, Jr., to be an Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court. 
The credit of this unanimous confirmation Is 
due to the efforts of Senator Quay. He in- 
duced Senator Cameron to withdraw his op- 
position to Shiras, 

Mr. Sbiras isa native of Pennsylvania and 
his father and grandfather were also born in 
the Smoky City. The father, at the age of 86, 
isstillanactive man. Earlyinlife he was a 
brewer, but thirty years ago he retired from 
business. Onthe maternal side Mr. Shiras 
has also several generations of good Pennsyl- 
vania stock to his credit. His mother was 
the daughter of the Rev. G. L. Peabody, who 
was one of the most eminent Presbyterian 
clergymen of his day. 

George Shiras, Jr., was born in Pennsyl- 
vania in 1832. He passed creditably through 
the schools of the city and then entered Yale 
College. From this institution he was gradu- 
ated in the famous classof 1833. He won the 
Hadley prize that year, and was firstina 
class that included Chauncey M. Depew, 
Justices Brewer and Brown,and many others 
who have won distinction. Thirty years after 
his graduation Mr. Shiras received from 
Yale the degree of LL. D. 

Before he left college Mr. Shiras had de- 
cided to becomea lawyer. He entered the 
office of Judge Hepburn, and was admitted 


to practice in 1856. An elder brother, Oliver 

Perry Shiras, had settled at Dubuque, Io., 
and there the young lawyer went to try his 
fortune. He did not remain long inthe 
Northwest, and in 1858 became a member of 

the Alleghany County baras the partner of 
his preceptor. The brother remained in Du- 
buque and Is now a judge of the United States 
District Court. 

Young Shirassoon proved his strength as 
counselor and pleader after he located in 
Allegheny County, and for twenty years past 
none have disputed his right to be considered 
the leader of a bar which has always been 
proud of the number of its eminent mem- 
bers. During this period he has appeared 
in nearly every great case originating in 
Western Pennsylvania. 

Almost from the beginning the law practice 
of Mr. Shiras has yielded large returns, Fif- 
teen years ago he was credited with an in 
come of $50,000a year. In later years this 
has increased to not lessthan $75,000 a year. 

No member of the bar is more highly es- 
teemed for his personal qualities than ts Mr. 
Shiras. The lines of his face indicate stern- 
ness,and his manner is dignified, but heis 
not hard to approach, andisrunning over 
with the milk of human kindness. Young 
attorneys know that Mr. Shiras is never too 
busy to see them if they want advice or as- 
sistance, and in consequence they all swear 
by htm. Those with whom he associates on 
equal terms know him to be a delightful com- 
panion. 

Mr. Shiras was married early in life to Miss 
Rebecca Kennedy, whose brother is now the 
Mayor of Alleghany City. Two sons, both 
leading young lawyers, blessed this union, 
The Shiras homestead is at the corner of 
Stockton and Sherman avenues, in Alleghany 
City, andis one of the quietly elegant resi- 
dences of thecity. Mr. Shiras, Sr., makes 
his home with his distinguished son and the 
home life of the family is very pleasant. Mrs. 
Shirasis ahighly accomplished woman and 
is much sought after. Neither Mr. Shiras nor 
his wife Lave ever come to be considered so- 
clety people, however. Their names rarely 
figure in the reports of dinners, Dalis and re- 
ceptions. 

udge Shiras is the fifth member of the 
Supreme Court appointed from the State of 
Pennsylvania. Jaines Wilson was appointed 
by Washington, and served from 1789 to 1798, 
Henry Baldwin wasappointed by Gen. Jack- 
son in 1830and served until 1544, Robert C. 
Grier, was appoined by President Polk after 
the rejection the late Chief Justice George 
W. Woodward, served from 1846 to 1870. 
William strong was appointed by Grant in 
1870, and served until 1580.

THE GIRL MAKES A NERVY AND SUC- 
CESSFUL STRUGGLE. 


Her Assailants Identified and Warrants 
Xssued for Them To-Day—Three of 
Them in the Lock-Up—The Sadler In- 
quest Again Postponed—Mrs., Sadler’s 
Condition Not Improved. 


Warrants were issued this morning against 
three lads, Charles O’Connell, 16 years, his 
brother, Jack O’Connell, 18 years, and Willie 
Rafferty, 16 years, for attempted criminal as- 
sault.

THEY WILL RETURD

Sixty Striking Smelters Have Already 
Gone Back to Work. 


PROBABILITY THAT ALL WILL RESUME 
THEIR PLACES IN A FEW DAYS. 


The Differences Between the Men and 
Their Employers Over the Insurance 
Scheme Will in All Likelihood Ze 
Amicably Adjusted—Situation Among 
the Planing-Mill Men. 


The strike of the employes of the St. Loutis 
Smelting & Refining Co., at Howard’s Sta- 
tion, which was declared yesterday morning 
in protest against the order for the men to 
join an accident insurance company, was not 
so serious in appearances to-day. About 
sixty of the 300 men who comprise the night 
and day forces applied for work 
to-day and were admitted to their former 
places, The men who still held out kept close 
to their homes and away from the works. 
Sergt, Hickman and five patrolmen remained 
on guard, nevertheless, to repel any attack 
which the strikers might make. The police 
were inside the works near the gate andan 
assistant foreman stood at the gate with 
orders to admit no one but emploves and per- 
sous specially privilegedto enter. The re- 
torts and furnaces which heretofore have 
been running night andday from week end 
to week end werecoid, Pilesof pig lead lay 
in the yard, and sheets of copper 
were stacked in the copper 
house, but no fresh supplies 
were turned out to supplement these piles, 
The strike was due’ to the distribution last 
Saturday of policies inthe new accident tin- 
surance company which the men were ex- 
pectedtosign. By the provisions of the 
policies the St. Louis Smelting & Refining Co. 
were authorized to deduct from the wages of 
the men a stated sum to pay the premium on 
the policy. The amounts to be paid the men 
in case of accidents or death were 
stated in detail. The men decided to strike 
rather than to sign the policy, and express 
their disapproval of the dismissal of Fore- 
man Copeland, who was said to have been 
unwilling to properly explain the scheme. 
General Manager snyder said to-day that he 
expected no more trouble, and looked for the 
return of the men. The clause in the 
policy allowing benefits in = case of 
sickness which was omitted in the 
forms first given to the men, will be adjusted 
to satisfy both sidesas soon as the excite- 
ment isallayed. Sergt. Hickman said that 
he did not think that there would be any dis- 
turbance, He wasof the opinion that he and 
his force of officers would be away from 
there in a day or two. 


Confident of Winning. 


The striking planing mill employes held 
their daily meeting this morning in St. Louis 
Hall, and the 500 members of the union were 
very jubilant over the report that the Caron- 
delet Planing Mill had decided to come to 
terms, and had madean appeal for the old 
employes toreturnto work, agreeing to pay 
for ten hours’ work and allowing the em- 
ployes to work nine hours. As soon 
as the information was received 


at the headquarters of the strixers, John 
Green, Chairman ofthe Executive Commit- 
tee, left for South 8t. Louis to hold a private 
consultation with the president of the mill 
and to have him make out his agreement in 
writing before he would consent to order the 
omer se back to work. While Mr. Green 
had not returned at a late hour this after- 
noon, the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee are confident that the mill has 
iven up the fight and that Mr.

Snowden can 
hardly be trusted to perform this duty, as 
he seems to be tainted with Streator asin- 
inity. 

The unfortunate element of the ocour- 
rence is that the offending militiaman has 
been made an object of popular sympathy. 
The point of his grave offense has been 
covered and the lesson of his punishment 
impaired by the folly of his superiors. 
Their conduct was more unsoldier-like and 
subversive of discipline than his. They 
have degraded the militia serviceto the 
level of vile slavery, and have impaired 
the military authority of the State by the 


exercise of silly and savage tyranny.

A REMARKABLE SUGGESTION. 


In commenting on the Taney County 
miscarriage of justice, Judge Thomas A. 
Sherwood said Saturday that theconstitu- 
tion ought to be so amended as to give the 
State aright to take a change of venue, 
where local prejudice would prevent a fair 
trial. The speaker of course had reference 
to sec. 22 0f our ‘‘Billof Rights,’’ which 
says: ‘‘In criminal prosecutions, the ac- 
cused shall have the right to appear and 
defend in person and by counsel; to de- 
mand the nature and cause ofthe accusa- 
tion; tomeet the witnesses against him 
face to face; to have process to compel the 
attendance of witnesses in his behalf; and 
a speedy public trial, by an impartial jury 
of the county.’’ 

That such a suggestion in regard to this 
proiecting section phould come from such 
a source is remarkable for several reasons. 
, It is remarkable in the first place as be- 
ing a voluntary suggestion by a politician 
and a direct thrust at the people of Taney 
County by a professional office-holder and 
office-seeker who lives in that immediate 


locality. 


It is remarkable also as showiug the 
speaker’s unaccountable change of posie 
tion. The one striking characteristic of 
Judge Sherwood’s decisions’ in criminal 
eases has been his disposition to go to ex- 
treme limits in order to shield the accused 
and to give him all the rights to which the 
law entitles him. Sostrict a construction- 
ist has he been in this respect that he has 
been called ‘‘the criminal’s friend.’’ And 
yet he now wishes to deny to every man 


of the county.’’ 

The recommendation is also remarkable 
as showing that so experienced a jurist can 
entirely ignore the fundamental and essen- 
tial difference between statutory and con- 
stitutional law. The statute laws are 
passed in order to protect the public from 
the crimes of individuals; the constitution 
is intended to be the safeguard of the in- 
dividual, protecting him from the oppres- 
sion and tyranny of the majority. When 
thus the humbliest personin the State is 
shielded by the strong arm of the consti- 
tution, itis remarkable that one of our 
highest judicial officers should recommend 
that one of the individual’s most sacred 
rights should be taken away from him.

There is no Opportunity to quibble over 
the word ‘‘impartial,’’ for the question of 
partiality is decided by the oaths of the 
jurors-themeelves. And the guilt or inno- 
cence of. the Taney County mob does not 
enter into discussion, for in any govern- 
ment founded upon the rights of the peo- 
ple, wherein an effort is made to protect 
the weak from the tyranny of the power- 
ful, miscarriages of justice must necessarily 
occur and the guilty frequently escape 
punishment. 

Bearing in mind these facts and looking 
at. the matter entirely dispassionately, the 
ex cathedra . recommendation of. the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Missouri is 
in every respect remarkable.

The protected capitalists are. the authors of

THE MOST FORMIDABLE VESSEL OF HER 
CLASS EVER BUILT. 


She Will Be Ready for Her Work of 
Destruction by Oct. 1, 1893, and Will 
Be Speedier Than Any Atiantic Liner 
—Description of Her Machinery and 


Armament. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 2.—The new 
United States cruiser No. 12, the Columbia, 
formerly known as the pirate, was launched 
at Cramp’s shipyard ¢his afternoon in the 
presence of a large crowd of spectators. 
Among those present besides a number of 
naval experts, Senators and Representatives 
and agants of foreign governments 
were Vice-President Morton, Secretary 
Tracy, Assistant Secretary Pat Grin- 
nell, Senator Hiscock, Commodore 
Wilson and Naval Constructors 
Howlen and Woodward, Mrs. Morton and 
Miss Edith Morton. The last. named young 


of christening the new vessel Columbia, 
The cruiser is in mapy respects a unique ves- 
seland is the fastest commerce destroyer 
ever lauched in any waters, and for the pur. 
pose intended, the most. effective engine of 
destruction the world ever saw. 

A complete description of the ship 4s 
given in a_ recent report to Secretary 
of the Navy by Commodore Wilson. The 
Commodore points out that the crulser was 
designed with twoobjectsin view—speed and 
coal carrying capacity. To obtain these es- 
sentials the cruiser had tobe given.a large 
tonnage. Thisis 7,500, and yet the engines, 
boilers and apartments. use up nearly all 
this space. She is 400 feetin length on the 
load water line, 58 feet in beam, and in 
draught 24 feet. This will make ber more of 
a greyhound than the Atlantic liners, which, 
for stability, are obliged to haye much great- 
er beam. 

As to her speed, the contract requires her 
to go 22 knots an hour on her trial trips. If 
she cannot dothis she will be subject to re- 
jection or penalty. The best hour’s. work by 
any ofthe liners was that of the Teutonic 
last year, 21.06 knots. The Pirate, her build- 
ers are confident, will surely reel off 22, and 
they are equally confident that she will be 
able to keep it up for twenty-four hours, 
making a distance of 528 knots. The record 
for twenty-four hours at present is held by 
the Majestic. 

The coal carrying capacity of the cruiser 
will be greater than thatof any steamer or 
naval vessel inthe world. The big bunkers 
will hoid 2,000 tons. This would be sufficient, 
at the rate of ten knots an hour, to allow the 
crulser to remain out of port for 109 days, or 
a radius of action of 26,240 knots, or nearly 
the circumference of the earth. Fourteen 
knots will be the usual speed of the cruiser, 
except when she is on pressing business,when 
she willtear through the water like a race 
horse. It would be bad business for the 
Pirate to get caught in the Southern. Pacific 
and exhaust hercoal, asunder the present 
conditions along the west coast of South 
America, it would cost $80,000 for her to coal 
up. The government, it is said on good 
authority, wilin afew years establish coal- 
ing stations on the Chillan coastand on other 
portions ofthe South American coast. 

INTRICATE MACHINERY. 

The machinery ofthe cruiser will be more 
intricate than that of any steamer in the 
world. There will ba three triple expansion 
engines, each working a separate screw, one 
on elther side of the rudder and one above it. 
The horsepower of the engines under forced 
draught will be 20,550. The engines all have 
the same stroke, 42 inches, and the diameters 
of the high intermediate and low pressure 
cylinders respectively are 42, 59 and 92 inches, 
Under full pressure each of these three 
screws should turn at the rate of 128 revolu- 
tions per minute. On the City of Paris ninety 
revolutions per minute was the maximum in 
her record-breaking trip. 

The three-screw idea originated with Chief 
Engineer Melvilie, whose idea was toavoild, 
if possible, the heavy shafting which would 
have been necessary had only two screws 
been used. Inthe latter case 10,000 horse- 
power would have been transmitted by a sin- 
gie shaft, while inthe three-screw arrange- 
ment only 6,850 horse-power passes through 
each shaft. The strain on the heavy shafting 
is tremendous, and the consequences of a 
break-down are most disastrous. One reason 
why Mr. Melville evolved the three-shaft 
scheme wasthe factthat the ship had to be 
entirely American made, and there are grave 
doubts as to the ability of American man- 
ufacturers to guarantee so enormous a forg- 


ng. 

some engineers have doubted the efficiency 
of the three-screw system, on the ground 
thatin certain trials in France the. center 
was found to have only a minimum propel- 
ling power. This, however, was when the 
screws occupied the same vertical plane. To 
obviate this difficulty, the side screws in Mr. 
Meiville’s plans are situated fifteen feet for- 
ward and above the center one, so that the 
water from the side screws does not interfere 
with the water flowing intothe periphery of 
the center one. Each of the three 
shafts is fitted with a disengaging 
coupling, so that the propellers may 
be free to revolve when not in use. 
Thus the vessel may be propelled at a slow 
speed of 14knots by the center screw alone, 
ata medium speed of 17 knots by the two side 
screws, andatahigh speed of from 20to 22 
knots by allthree together. This arrange- 
ment allows the machinery to be worked at 
its maximum and most economical number 
of revolutions at all rates of the veesel’s 
speed, and each enginecan always be used 
ror propelling the vessel. This is an advan- 
tage that two sets of engines working on the 
same screw do not possess, 

There are ten boilers. Six of these are 
doubie-ended, 154% feet in diameter by 21% 
feet long. Two others are 11 2-3 feet in diam- 
eter by 18% feet long, and the remaining two, 
which are single-ended, are 10 feet in diam- 
eter by 8 feet long. These boilers are made 
of steel,anc they carry a_pressure of 160 
pounds, Kight of the largest boilers are 
builtin airand water-tight compartments, 
into which there is forceda draught of 216, - 
600 cubic feet of air per minute wher running 
at full speed. 

The efficiency of the mechanism of the com 
m:rce destoyer is shown bya comparison 
with certain features of the Philadelphia, 
which is now a representative of the finest 
type ofshipin the United States navy. The 
total grate surface of the Philadelphia, for 
instance, is 624square feet; that of the com- 
merce destroyer is 1,285 square feet. The to- 
tal heating surface of the Philadelphia is 20, - 
457 square feet; that of the commerce de- 
stroyer is 43,371.4 square feet.

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ANARCHY IN COURT.| 


: Moneau the Belgian Dynamiter, on 
, Trial at Liege. 


PERMITTED TO MAKE A “RED” SPE£LCH 
’ DURING THE TRIAL. 


“Anarchy, Thy Kingdom Come,” the Con- 
cluding Words of His Address—The 
Criminal a Desperado of the Ravachol 
Stamp-—British Politics—Mexican Mat- 
ters—Ingalls in Germany—Foreign. 


BRUSSELS, July 26.—Moneau, the head of 
the bana of dynamiters, who with fifteen of 
his followers is now on trial at Liege, charged 
with having caused dynamite explosions in 
that city on May Day and at other times, 
made a speech in courtin which he referred 
to Gambetta andthe Fenian and Bulgarian 
revolutions in 1830 as leading up to anarchist 
developments. He concluded his speech by 
shouting: ‘‘Anarchy, thy kingdom come!’’ 

Monean is a desperate man, of the stamp of 
Ravachol, executed a few days ago in Paris. 
The disturbances at Liege for many weeks 
terrorized the city. Bomb throwing was of 
almost daily occurrence. 

Belgium isa hot-bed of extremists in the 
labor cause and Liege has been the center of 
the band of dynamiters which bas given the 
@uthorities so much trouble. When the 
World’s Labor Congress was held in this city 
there was a sharp conflict between the ex- 
tremists of the Moneau type and the more 
conservative labor reformers such as the 
English trade unionists, The result wasa 
splitand the Anarchists and rabid Socialists 
have since followed the dynamite remedy of 
fighting realand fancied wrongs. Thefe is 
no difficulty in establishing the guilt of 
Moneau of the crimes with which he Is 
charged,though some of his accomplices may 
go free.

City oF MeErico, July %.—The Supreme 
Military Court confirms the death sentence 
against Col, Neleves Hermandez. The sen- 
tence will unuoubtedly be commuted by 
President Diaz in view of the Colonel’s past 
services. 

Ex-President Bogran of Honduras has fled 
to the United States. Ceiba and Trujillo are 
still held by the revolutionists and President 
Leiva desires peace at any price. 

In an interview yesterday President Diaz, 
referring to the silver question, said the de- 
cline in the price of silver would undoubtedly 
have a prejudicial effect upon Mexico for the 
reason that not only the Government but the 
merchants, investors and exporters are 
obliged to place money abroad and therefore 
a high rate ofexchangeis extremely disad- 
VYantageoustothem and is of no benefit to 
commerce, though it may be a good thing for 
exporters of agricultaral products. The 
President added: ‘*There is no crisis in 
Mexico. There isa partial paralysis of busi- 
ness, but that I hope will soon pass over.’’

Exiled Cubans Preparing for a War 
With Spain. 


MASS-MEETINGS TO RAISE FUNDS FOR 
REVOLUTIONARY PURPOSES, 


Jose Marti Tells the History of the Move- 
ments in America and the Work of 
Las iIndipendientes—Prominent Pa- 
triots Who Are Identified With the Isl- 
and Cause. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fila., July 26.—Nearly 1,000 | 


Cuban residents of this city have joineda 
club organized for the purpose of assisting 


their countrymen im the event of war with | 


Spain. A meeting held here yesterday was 
attended by fully 1,600 Cubans, besides many 


Spaniards and Spanish speaking Americans. | 
The speakers at the meeting were Jose | 


Marti, the exiled Cuban patriot, who is now 
living in New York; Gen. Carlos Roloff, 
Lieut.-Cols. Sanchezand J. D. Poin. Senor 
Marti explained the object of the meeting 
and told in a forcible way the exact situation 
in Cuba, 
of arousing feeling against Spain, but to 
organize the Cubans into clubs that would 
assist the cause of independence with their 
money when an opportunity presented. 

The other speaker added bat little to what 
he said, but all insisted on having an organil- 
zation and being onthe alert for an emer- 
gency. 

A prominent Cuban of this city says that 
the movementis very strong and that the 
clubis already in a flourishing condition. 
Nearly every member of the club in the 
United States willcontribute about $1 each 
week, making an income of $5,000 a week to 
the warfund. Besides thisthere are many 
Cuban women and children in the country 
who will also contribute to the fund, 

LOS INDIPENDIENTES. 

Don Jose Martiis a Cuban by birth and has 
heid several diplomatic sitions on the 
island. Reis one of the leading promoters 
of the organization of Cuban patriots in New 
York knownas Los Indipendientes. From 
Senor Martithe correspondent got the fol- 
lowing information concerning the organi- 
zation and its purpose: 

‘*Nearly two thousand members are en- 
rolied upon its records of membership, and 
every one ofthem is pledged to shoulder 
arms and march to the assistance of the rev- 
olutionists whenever the leaders of the revo- 
lutionary party in Cuba shall decide the time 
is ripe for them toagain declare war against 
their Spanish rulers. The society contains 
alike the wealthy andthe poor members of 
the Cuban colony. 

**Los Indipendientes’’ was organized in 1885. 
Its officers consist of a president, vice- presi- 
dent, secretary anc treasurer. It has noreg- 
ular place or time of meeting. The president 
is Juan Fraga, ayoung, wealthy, popularand 
influential member of the Cubanfcolony. Ben- 
jamin J. Guerra, the Vice-prepident, is an- 
other of the best known members of the Cu- 
ban colony. Ernesto M. Aquing is the organ- 
ization’s treasurer. 

Others whoare active in forwarding the 
affairs of this organization and working for 
the independence of Cuba are Gen. Lueralta, 
who is associated in business with Ponce de 
Leon, and wlio represented Uruguay in the 
late Pan-American Congress; Enrique Trujil- 
lo, the editor of the newspaper E/ Porvenir; 
Gen. Francisco Carillo of Brooklyn, Dr. 
Kkmilio Nunez, of Philadelphiaand Dr. J. M. 
Parraga of City Hall place, one of the lead- 
ing Cuban physicians of this city. 

Nearly ail these meh saw active service 
during the revolution of Yara. Despite the 
sufferings and hardshipsthey endured dur- 
ing the period they are all ready to again go 
.o the front and battle for independence. 

Ever since the incipiency of the society it 
has devoted itself tothe collection ofa fund 
to be devoted to the battle for freedom 
and its leading members now assert that 
there is sufficient money on hand to arm, 
equip and transport a considerable force to 
the scene where the battles must be fought. 
The officers of the society are in constant 
communication with the leaders of the revo- 
lutionary party in the island, and will be 
thoroughly informed wnen the Cubans there 
are ready totakeuparmsana again declare 
themselves free and independent of the gov- 
ernment of Spain. 

BOUND TO COME. 

Discussing the future and the possibility of 
revolution in Cuba one of the patriots said: 

**It is bound to come, just when, none of 
US Can tell; so that we must be prepared and 
hold ourselves in readiness to hasten to the 
assistance of the revolutionists resident in 
Cuba whenever it does come.’’ 

last December one of the leaders of the 
revointionary party paid an extended visit to 
the island. His object was twofold. He 
went to consult with tie leaders of the Cuban 
party at bome as to the conditions which 
prevailed there; tofind out what the senti- 
ment of the people was as to the propriety of 
another early struggle for their freedom from 
Spain; to discover what strength such a 
movement would have and what financial re- 
sources the revolutionists in Cuba could bring 
tolisalid. He also weat to see what effect 
the exactions of the Spanish Government in 
taxations forthe supportof the home Govy- 
erhment were having upon the Spanish land- 
owners in Cuba. 

He spent several months in Cuba and came 
back with his mind thoroughly made up that 
Cuba must look tothe Unite!

WONDERFUL ARMOR PLATES. 


The Most Fowerful Projectile Rendered 
Harmless. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—The details 
given out officially of the test of a new Har- 
vey armor plate, the first product of a notable 
improvement in the system of carbonization, 
surpass anything yet developed in the armor 
plate line. The plate was subjected to the 
severest test yet given to an armor plate 


either in this country or abroad. Five 8-inch 
forged-steel sheils were fired against the 
plate, making a total energy of 25,040 
foot-tons, as compared with 16,940 foot- 
tons at the previous trials of 1890 and 1891, 
which were generally congidered the most 
severe test up to that time. Three ofthe 
projectiles, although of the latest Improved 
manufacture, broke into small pleces with 
about three inches of penetration. Two of 
the projectiies broke through the heavy sur- 
face, their points reaching the rear surface 
of the plate, The right corner only of the 
plate was cracked, thus leaving it in a con- 
dition superior to the best plate at the trials 
of 1891, when four six-inch and one eight- 

= shells were used insteadof five eifht- 
nch.

My 
theory is for the jockey clubs to take abso- 
lute control of the jockeys. It is through 
them most ofthe crooked work is done, and 
if they are properly controlled I think honest 
racing wiil prevail. The jockey clubs 
in my opinion should employ the ridersand 
have them report for duty every morning 
Fifteen or twenty minutes before each race 
they should draw lots for riders under the 
supervision of the Jockey Club authorities. 
After the result has been announced the 
riders should be turned over to the starter 
under whose control they would remain un- 
til the race was started. No one but the 
owner or trainer otthe horse they are going 
to ride should be allowed to approach them. 
they of course should be permitted to in- 
struct or advise them only, however, within 
the hearing of the starter or the 
track officials. Under this system a jockey 
would not know which horse he is going to 
ride untilitis toolate todo any betting or 
arrange a job. Owners would not send 
unfit horses tothe post, and sucha thing as 
running an animal just to air him could cer- 
tainly not occur. A jockey would discover 
quickly if his mount had been tampered with, 
and as his orders would call for a good show- 
ing ajany cost,a horse sentto the post in 
anwuntit manner would be entirely ruined. 
This system could of course apply only to 
purse events and smali handicaps. Inthe 
Stake races owners would be permitted as 
usual to hire any rider they desired. 
1 have talked with a “reat many 
weil-posted turimen regarding this pilan,’’ 
saia Col. Chinn, ‘‘and they all seemed to be 
Impressed favorably with the idea. Of 
course the big millionaire owners and high- 
Salaried riders would kick, but the vast ma- 
jority of turf patrons who demand, and 
ought toatieast be given a run for thelr 
money, would be benefited.’’

Iron River was 
what isknown asa ‘‘Hot Town’’ and the 
fraternity was prominent.
